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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to Applicant's filing of 10/17/2007, including rule 131 affidavit. 

The affidavits filed on 5/22/2006 and 10/17/2007 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to 
overcome the Kelly reference. 

The Examiner has determined that taken together the rule 131 affidavits filed in the 
present case establish both priority over Kelly (US 6,705,527) and appropriate due diligence. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The rejection which previously stood, based on Kelly (US 6,705,527), has been overcome 
by rule 1 3 1 affidavit. 

The remaining prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest an apparatus or method for 
interfacing a data acquisition device to a host device via at least one interface of a plurality of 
interfaces, wherein the data acquisition device is connected to the host via an interface controller, 
the type of the host is determined, and the controller is configured to translate data received by 
the data acquisition device into a suitable format for the host based on the determined type of the 
host, and wherein the controller selects at least one interface from a plurality within memory and 
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wherein one of the interfaces is a USB interfaces and wherein at least two of the plurality of 
interfaces are located on a single circuit board. 

Reddersen et al. (US 5,703,347) uses multiple cables which the user may select as a way 
to achieve compatibility across various interfaces, but these are not unified into a single interface 
controller with several interfaces on a single circuit board. 

Lieb et al. (US 6,1 15,678) also uses multiple cables, such that the cables perform 
translation and are selected based on need. Again, these are not unified in the claimed way. 

Behrens et al. (US 5,258,604), of record in the instant Application, teaches bar code 
scanners that can be made compatible with a variety of interfaces. However, Behrens requires 
that various circuit boards be swapped out of the bar code scanner. This goes against the claimed 
limitation of at least two of the plurality of interfaces being located on a single circuit board.
